The Fifty-First Annual Race for the Maryland Hunt Cup and the Fourth Race 
for the Challenge Cup presented in memory of the late Redmond C. Stewart, 
will be run on Saturday, April 26, 1947 at 4:00 P. M., under sanction of the 
Hunts Committee of the National Steeplechase and Hunt Association; 
Weights: 4-year-olds 150 pounds; 5-year-olds 160 pounds; 6-year-olds and 
upward, 165 pounds; 4-year-olds which have never won a race over timber 
allowed 5 pounds; 5-year-olds and upward which have never won a race over 
timber 10 pounds; no sex or half-bred allowance; no allowance for riders and 
no other allowance. Owners acceptable to the Committee. Amateur riders hold¬ 
ing certificates from the National Steeplechase and Hunt Association or those 
eligible for the same.

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Top Sire Prospect to Maryland 


The acquisition of the six-year-old son 
of *Bull Dog, Occupy, by a syndicate of 
Maryland breeders, brings to the state one 
of the real outstanding sire prospects to go 
to stud here in many years. It has been long 
since a horse with such brilliant credentials 
has been retired in Maryland. Occupy had 
tremendous speed, high racing class, and 
could carry plenty of weight while running 
distances up to one-and-one-eighth-miles in 
times close to track records in many cases. 
A glance at the centre spread of this issue 
will demonstrate the high spots of Occupy’s 
pedigree and performance, while our cover 
cut shows the horse as he looks just out of 
training. 

Occupy was obtained from A. Hirsch- 
berg through the John H. Clark Horse 
Agency, which had an option on the horse. 
Mr. Clark mentioned this fact to the Field 
Secretary of the Maryland Horse Breeders’ 
Association while both were in California 
for the L. B. Mayer Dispersal. It only took 
a phone call to Adolphe Pons and one to 
Harry Straus to ensure that Maryland 
breeders would jump at the chance of sub¬ 
scribing to such an outstanding buy as Oc¬ 
cupy represented, and to find out that funds 
were available for his immediate purchase, 
subject to veterinary examination and fer¬ 
tility tests. Both these latter were highly 
successful, with the result that Occupy is 
now domiciled at Sagamore Farm, where 
Owner Vanderbilt and Manager Duval 
Headley have consented to permit Occupy 
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to stand at stud. Full charge of the horse 
as far as his physical care is concerned rests 
with Mr. Headley, while all business of the 
Occupy Syndicate will be handled at the 
office of the Maryland Horse Breeders’ As¬ 
sociation. 

The ownership of Occupy rests with a 
true Maryland Syndicate. There are twenty 
shares in the horse, these being all held by 
Maryland breeders. Each share entitles the 
holder to one service in 1947, two each year 
thereafter. Holding shares are Country Life 
Farm, Bel Air; Vaughn Flannery, Darling¬ 
ton; Merryland Farm, Hyde; H. L. Straus, 
Reisterstown; Sylvester W. Labrot, Annap¬ 
olis and Bel Air; Ray Watson, Phoenix; E. 
Taylor Chewning, Nutwell; John P. Pons, 
Bel Air; Charles C. Jones, Kensington; 
Henry S. Horkheimer, Hyde; Mrs. Danny 
Shea, Hyde; Mr. and Mrs. Charles W. Wil¬ 
liams, Glyndon; Alfred G. Vanderbilt, 
Glyndon (2 shares); G. Ray Bryson, Kings¬ 
ville (2 shares); Dr. John D. Gadd, Tow- 
son; Walter A. Edgar, Ellicott City; Mrs. 
James V. Stewart, Elkton, and Wm.C. Han¬ 
son, Gaithersburg. 

This year a few services to Occupy (at 
$750 for a Live Foal) will be sold as many 
of the shareholders have their mares all 
booked elsewhere, but it is not likely that 
this will occur again. The Maryland Horse 
Breeders’ Association feels that, in spon¬ 
soring the syndicate to bring Occupy to the 
Old Line State, it has done a real service to 
its members. The great interest and quick 
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response of the members themselves indi¬ 
cates that all support the view that Occupy 
will become a great asset to our local breed¬ 
ing structure. 

Racing Thoroughbreds to be 
Tattooed 

The Board of Directors of the Thorough¬ 
bred Racing Associations of the United 
States has unanimously approved the lip 
tattooing brand method of identifying 
horses and the tattooing of each Thorough¬ 
bred will in 1948 be required before it is 
permitted to race on a TRA track. 

Developed by the U. S. Army and ad¬ 
vanced by Spencer J. Drayton’s Thorough¬ 
bred Racing Protective Bureau, the lip tat¬ 
too is believed by TRA to be the final 
answer in protecting the sport of racing 
against horse substitution or "ringer" cases. 
The system has been approved and recom¬ 
mended by The Jockey Club. 

All tattooing, free of charge to horse¬ 
men, is financed by the Thoroughbred Rac¬ 
ing Protective Bureau and is done by TRPB 
crews operating at the various race tracks. 

The five digit number can be applied in 
two minutes by especially designed tattoo¬ 
ing dies. The work can be so speedily han¬ 
dled that there will be no disturbance of the 
normal routine of any race meeting. 

Throughout 1947, specially trained 
TRPB crews will tattoo as many Thorough¬ 
breds as possible. The TRA requirement 
that each horse be tattooed before it is 
to race is effective July 1, 1948 for two- 
year-olds, and April 1, 1948 for older 
horses. 

A total of 374 Thoroughbreds were tat¬ 
tooed by the TRPB in completing extensive 
research with several types of instruments 
and more than a dozen different inks. The 
novel marking in which the registration 
number of the animal is tattooed upon the 
underneath side of the upper lip is simple 
to apply, permanent, and readily legible for 
identification purposes. 


The first experimental tattoo work was 
done freehand, in the fashion of earlier 
studies made by the Army Remount Serv¬ 
ice. In order to improve the technique and 
speed up the process, TRPB men designed 
a set of blocks or dies, each containing an 
arrangement of protruding needles at one 
end in the form of a number. A single ap¬ 
plication of this die thus imprints the com¬ 
plete digit on the lip. The resulting brand 
is distinctive, neat, and very legible. 

The uniquely designed dies, limited in 
number, will be under the careful control 
of the Thoroughbred Racing Protective 
Bureau. Any future attempt to falsify or 
alter a tattoo on a "ringer" horse would be 
immediately detected by the horse identifier 
at a race track, since it would be mechani¬ 
cally impossible for anyone to exactly dupli¬ 
cate the needle arrangement in the dies. 

"While horse substitution has occurred 
very infrequently, even one ringer is one 
too many and is damaging to the reputation 
of a popular sport," states Mr. Drayton. 
"Racing’s investment in the lip tattoo will 
be well worthwhile because this system of 
permanent marking of each horse will 
eliminate such an underhand tactic as 
'ringing’ a fast horse for a slow one." 

"Christmas Motion" Voting 

The final check on votes received in the 
office of the Maryland Horse Breeders’ 
Association on the motion made by Mr. J. 
Yancey Christmas at the Special Meeting 
of the breeders’ group in January has been 
made. February 20 had been set as the dead¬ 
line on recording votes, hence a dozen or 
more received after that date were ignored. 
It was moved by Mr. Christmas that the 
President of the association should appoint 
a committee to urge the Maryland Racing 
Commission to require all Maryland tracks 
to card a daily Maryland-bred race. Seven¬ 
ty-four Breeder-Owner (voting) members 
opposed the motion, while thirty-one voted 
in its favor. 
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Racing Scene: Changes at Laurel

Announcement that the Maryland 
Jockey Club, which has operated Pimlico 
for many years, had purchased controlling 
interest in the Laurel race track, was the top 
news of the last month in Maryland. 

Speculation has been rife since the an¬ 
nouncement as to what the sale will mean 
to the entire Maryland turf picture, but 
until the directors of the Maryland Jockey 
Club get together and decide their policies 
on the various matters pertaining to the two 
tracks which they now control, it is only a 
guessing game on what will happen. 

At the time of the consummation of the 
sale, Henry A. Parr, III, president of 
Pimlico, stated that Pimlico’s officials felt 
that Laurel was a good investment and that 
there was no intention of eliminating this 
track from the group of four major courses 
in the state. 

Parr also added that the purchase of the 
Laurel course in no way affected previously 
announced plans for the rebuilding of 
Pimlico, either on the present site in Balti¬ 
more or at some other location in case the 
track is unable to purchase the land on 
which it now stands. 

Pimlico’s lease on the present property 
expires in 1949 and it was felt in some 
circles that the purchase of Laurel was 


something in the nature of an "insurance” 
policy. Should Pimlico be unable to com¬ 
plete a deal for the site it now leases, it is 
possible the Maryland Jockey Club could 
shift its meetings to Laurel while a new site 
was sought or while building was in 
progress. This would apply even if the re¬ 
building was done on the Baltimore 
grounds. ; 

While the sale came suddenly and 
caught a great many racing observers flat- 
footed, it was after all no real surprise. Over 
a period of ten to a dozen years there had 
been rumors that the Butler interests of 
New York, chief owners of Laurel, were 
interested in selling. Several times the sale 
of the track seemed to be a sure thing, only 
to have negotiations collapse. 

Just what brought about the sale at this 
time has not as yet been explained and it 
may never be. James Butler, who acted 
with Parr and Alfred Gwynne Vanderbilt 
in completing the sale, is the principal own¬ 
er of Empire City in New York and it may 
well be that he merely decided to concen¬ 
trate his turf holdings in the track in his 
home state. 

The Pimlico management is fortunate in 
one respect—it does not have to rush into 
any plans for the Laurel meeting—since 
the track already had been granted its 
usual dates for a 25-day meeting in Octo¬ 
ber. This will give officials plenty of time

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to determine exactly how their new acqui¬ 
sition is to be handled, what policies will 
guide its destiny and what personnel from 
the old Laurel organization will be retained. 

While the problem of what will be done 
at Laurel furnishes a topic for much discus- 
tion, followers of Thoroughbred competi¬ 
tion in Maryland are much more interested 
in plans for the Spring season. These, now 
complete, seem to indicate that the State 
will offer the best brand of sport in years 
and barring any long stretch of bad weather, 
the associations and the State should fare 
well from the financial standpoint. 

All three tracks which operate in the 
Spring, Bowie, Havre de Grace and Pimli¬ 
co have announced their stake schedules 
and purse distribution will be the highest 
in the history of the state for the 11 days at 
Bowie, 25 at Havre de Grace (in two meet¬ 
ings) and 12 at Pimlico. 

Three $10,000 fixtures and a $7,500 
race for 2-year-olds will adorn the Bowie 
program beginning April 1. The Kinder¬ 
garten, at four furlongs is the juvenile fea¬ 
ture to be renewed while the $10,000 fea¬ 
tures will be the Rowe Memorial at six fur¬ 
longs, the Bowie Handicap at a mile and 
70 yards and the Southern Maryland 
Handicap over the mile and a sixteenth dis¬ 
tance. Bowie’s average purse distribution 
will be $26,000 daily. 

At Havre de Grace, Maj. Gen. Milton A. 
Reckord, new president of the organization 
and Charles J. McLennan, racing secretary 
and general manager, have upped their 
stakes considerably and have added a new 
stake to give the course on the banks of 
the Susquehanna a banner spring layout. 

Five of the track’s feature offerings have 
been increased in value and the historic 
Chesapeake for 3-year-olds, which is re¬ 
garded as one of the East’s top preps for the 
Kentucky Derby and Preakness, now has a 
value of $30,000 against $20,000 a year 
ago. It is at a mile and a sixteenth. 

Other increases listed are the Harford 
from $7,500 to $10,000, the Chesapeake 
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Trial from $5,000 to $10,000, the Phila¬ 
delphia from $5,000 to $10,000 and the 
Eastern Shore from $5,000 to $7,500. 

The Breeders Stakes, at 4 Vj furlongs for 
Maryland-bred 2-year-olds, is the addition 
to the Havre de Grace program. This is one 
of four races arranged for the major tracks 
in the State to give home-bred young horses 
more opportunities. It will be run in a 
series with Spring offerings at Havre de 
Grace and Pimlico while the other two 
races are down for decision in the Fall at 
Laurel and Bowie. 

Havre de Grace made a popular move 
also when it named a $20,000 stake at a 
mile and a sixteenth the Edward Burke 
Handicap, this replacing the old Philadel¬ 
phia Handicap. Burke, who built the track 
and long was a prominent factor in all 
matters dealing with the sport in Maryland, 
died in December, and it is only fitting that 
his name be perpetuated with a race at the 
track he ruled. 

The name Philadelphia Handicap has 
been transferred to the race formerly 
known as the Susquehanna. Other stakes 
to be renewed at the two meetings will be 
the Aberdeen, the Potomac, and the Havre 
de Grace Handicap. 

Pimlico’s stake-a-day policy will be con¬ 
tinued and the spring program naturally 
is highlighted by the $100,000 Preakness 
Stakes for 3-year-olds to be run Saturday, 
May 10, one week after the Derby. 

First week of the session at the Baltimore 
course will bring renewals of the Baltimore

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Spring Handicap, the Rennert Handicap, 
the Carroll Handicap, the Ral Parr Stakes, 
the Jennings Handicap and the Gittings 
Handicap. 

During the second span of six days, the 
track will offer the Pimlico Breeders 
Stakes, the Survivor, the Jervis Spencer 
Steeplechase Handicap, the Nursery Stakes, 
the Pimlico Oaks, the Dixie Handicap and 
the Preakness. 

Almost one hundred 3-year-olds are 
eligible for the Preakness now and any late 
developments among the turf’s ’’sopho¬ 
mores” can be made eligible for the race 
by payment of a supplemental nomination 
fee before April 15. 

There was one change in an important 
post at Bowie for the spring meeting. L. 
Edward O’Hara, assistant general manager 
of the track revealed that his brother, Tom 
O’Hara would be manager of the mutuel 
department succeeding E. I. (Jim) Lang¬ 
ford who ran the betting end of Bowie’s 
business last fall for the first time. Lang¬ 
ford is mutuel manager at both Havre de 
Grace and Laurel, as well as at Delaware 
Park. 

During the session of the State Legisla¬ 
ture, a number of bills were introduced per¬ 
taining to racing. Final action is still to 
come on many of these but it appears there 
will be little real change in the rules and 
regulations under which the sport has been 
conducted so successfully for many years. 

One of the prize offerings of this type 
was a bill which would require each track 
to send three season badges to each member 
of the State Legislature, to be used by the 
recipient for his constituents. Just why 
race tracks, any more than movie houses, 
ball clubs, or fight associations should send 
free tickets to members of the Legislature 
was not explained when the measure was 
dropped in the hopper. 

Henry Parr and Alfred Vanderbilt, as di¬ 
rectors of the TRA were active in Florida 
during the past month, attending a meeting 
of TRA executives. At this session, the 
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TRA went on record as definitely oppos¬ 
ing any scheme of purse distribution based 
on the mutuel play, as had been adopted at 
Gulfstream Park. Since the great majority 
of track operators view this plan as merely 
handing over their business to horsemen, 
all of Maryland’s four major tracks were 
vitally interested in the issue. 

It is understood that the four top tracks 
in the State are working on a plan whereby 
all track kitchens will be operated on the 
same basis. Either they will be taken over 
completely by the managements and op¬ 
erated at cost so that stable help can be fed 
reasonably or the kitchens will be subsi¬ 
dized to the extent that food costs will be 
reduced for the men in the stable areas. 

Further details of this plan are expected 
to be revealed prior to the opening of the 
season on April 1 at Bowie. 

Applications for stall space at all Mary¬ 
land tracks for the Spring season indicate 
there’ll be no shortage of talent. Numerous 
Maryland establishments which have been 
campaigning in Florida will be joined by 
the stay-at-homes and since most of the 
winter was open, there’ll be plenty of fresh 
and fit horses. 

Name stables, such as Calumet Farm, 
Brookmeade Stable, Maine Chance Farm, 
Greentree Stable and Mill River Stable will 
lend attractiveness to the programs, bring¬ 
ing their stars against those of the so-called 
local outfits. 

Maryland Horse Show 

The show to be held at Timonium this 
Summer under the auspices of the Mary¬ 
land Hunter Show, Inc., will be known as 
the ’’Maryland Horse Show,” and will cover 
all light horse activity of the state. Plans 
are progressing rapidly and the prize list, 
covering 100 classes of all kinds, and dis¬ 
tributing $ 10,000 in prize money, will soon 
be in the mails. The show is under the 
direction of a General Committee, Chair¬ 
man of which is Humphrey S. Finney, with 
sub-committees representing the various 
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phases of the show. Russell L. Law is head 
of the Saddle, Walking and Roadster com¬ 
mittee; Augustus Riggs III, M.F.H. has the 
hunter division in hand; Henry A. Dentry 
is looking after Equitation; Miss Celeste 
Hutton is looking after the Pony section, 
while Danny Shea heads the Jumper com¬ 
mittee. Dr. J. Wesley Edel is President of 
the Hunter Show and is heading the pro¬ 
motional activity in connection with the 
affair. Judges will be W. Brock Fuller, 
Milwaukee, Wis., and Sydney W. Glass, of 
West Chester, Pa., Hunters; Hon. Harry B. 
Thornton, Bradfordsville, Ky., Saddle, 
Walking and Roadsters; Lt. Col. John K. 
Waters, Washington, D. C. and Jack Spratt, 
Westbury, L. I., Jumpers and equitation. 
Joe Maguire, of Williamstown, Mass., will 
again function as Show Manager. 

Parole Hunt Club

The Parole Hunt Club held a meeting 
Tuesday, February 25, to make plans for 
enlarging their track to accommodate more 
horses and also to add bleachers. Their rac¬ 
ing and show season will start sometime 
during the latter part of April or the first of 
May. The Club also hopes to go along with 
three other harness clubs over the state this 
year, racing alternately at each track every 
Sunday throughout the season. 

This club was started primarily to stimu¬ 
late interest in harness racing and its chief 
aim is to provide a place for local people to 
break and train horses. Of course, horse 
owners using the track are club members 
and stockholders. 

Recently an opportunity was offered to 
talk with R. J. Zindorf, Jr., who has been 
very active in the organization and at one 
time served as secretary. He said that in the 
past the club has held matinee races every 
other Sunday at their half-mile track near 
Parole and that on national holidays, they 
usually have a show winding up with 
races late in the afternoon. The season 
begins in early Spring and closes with 
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a big race Thanksgiving. The first race 
held, however, was on Thanksgiving Day 
1944. Present club members who were 
chiefly responsible for the organization of 
the Parole Hunt Club are: Dr. O. T. Brice, 
who Mr. Zindorf said was the "kingpin” in 
getting things started; Mr. and Mrs. George 
Deale, Morris Snyder, and Miss Hannah 
Taylor. 

The club hopes to provide lighting of 
the track for night matinee races sometime 
during the coming season. Mr. Zindorf 
said, "entries are open to the world” and 
added that there are usually quite a number 
of out-of-state entries for the purse races.

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Hunt Meeting Prospects

Although turf-clods will be flying and 
chestnut rails splintering in a few short 
weeks, as the timber chasers are turned 
loose to barrel down the point-to-point 
courses, prospects are still vague and news 
still scarcely more than gossip at this writ¬ 
ing. Most of the old campaigners, it is re¬ 
ported, have been hunted hard the past six 
weeks or so, in what looks suspiciously like 
genuine training programs — but their 
owners are coy and are not going out on any 
limbs with predictions. 

Indications are that in addition, enough 
newcomers will dash into the hunt-meeting 
picture at the last minute to not only fill 
race cards fuller than they have been since 
the war, but offer some good dark-horse 
competition as well. 

Most trainers intend to put their jumpers 
on their mettle in the drag runs first, and 
"see what goes." Chances are, any horse 
showing promise in these and in the smaller 
races will be given his head to see what he 
can do later against the stars. 

So far, though, there’s a good deal of 
gossip, as follows: 

Stuart Janney’s great Winton will be 
back again and in good form, though his 
stablemate Vaunt will probably pass up 
racing this year. Redmond Stewart’s Sec¬ 
ond Mate, a winner in Harford last season, 
will be a threat; likewise Betty Bosley’s 
Count Stefan whose effort under Jackie 
Bosley last year was notable. From Christo¬ 
pher Greer in Middleburg comes word that 
Houseman will be in the running again. 

The news from Philadelphia is that the 
Strawbridge veteran, Bungtown, is in train¬ 
ing for Maryland races under the eye of 
trainer Edward Cheston, and that Alex 
Stokes expects to have an entry or two 
ready, although Mr. Me Vi tty’s Peterski is 
at stud this season. Troby Roosevelt’s long¬ 
time racer Miltiades is reported a non¬ 
starter for 1947, and will stick to straight 
fox-hunting from now on. 
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Mansfield Hughes will likely be on tap 
to ride his own Field Glass. Saw Buck, an¬ 
other contender in the Janon Fisher-trained 
trio, will probably be ridden by Billy 
Rasche, and Clifton’s Duke, winner last 
year of the John Rush Streett Memorial, 
will go, though his rider is not decided. 

From Camden comes mention of a Paul 
Mellon horse, Paul Revere, being trained 
by Jim Ryan and the only timber racer seen 
at that busy training center for brush horses. 
Nearer home again, John K. Shaw’s good 
old Clifton’s Max will fight for the Fox 
Hunters’ five-mile affair, with a new young 
rider—just who is uncertain—in the saddle. 
The Smithwick boys are working over a 
newcomer, Roxborough, who will start in 
the drags and perhaps go on to better things. 
Roxborough is a small six-year-old recently 
going as a ladies’ hunter; his owner: Mrs. 
John M. Franklin. 

And another new starter for the smaller 
timber events is a horse owned by Mr. Eck¬ 
ert of Philadelphia, now getting his gallops 
at Mr. Cheston’s farm. J. R. McIntosh will 
probably race his chestnut hunter Dumbar¬ 
ton; Benjamin H. Griswold 3d, and Hugh 
O’Donovan are two other Elkridge-Harford 
riders who may enter their mounts. 

On Wednesday, April 2, the Elkridge- 
Harford Hunt will hold its annual Point- 
to-Point on the E. S. Voss Farm at Monk- 
ton, to open Maryland’s cross country rac¬ 
ing season. Saturday, April 5, there will be 
held the first of four Saturdays’ timber rac¬ 
ing, this being the Cavalry Hunt meeting 
at McDonogh School. George Edel reports 
that almost seventy entries are expected 
for the eight-race program, which features 
four events for ponies, two over a flat track 
and two over natural fences. The Junior 
Maiden Point-to-Point and the McDonogh 
Challenge Trophy will see such school 
mounts as Golden Satin and Little Duchess 
in the running again, and last year’s winner 
of the trophy, Holmes Alexander’s Last Ap¬ 
peal, as well. 
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The McDonogh course has been moved 
to a larger field where judges will find their 
task easier and spectators will get a better 
view of the races. Other improvements 
have been made in the fences, and the 
school looks forward to its best afternoon 
of racing to date. 

The following week brings, as usual, the 
My Lady’s Manor Point-to-Point, preceded 
by the John Rush Streett Memorial. Sports¬ 
men go to Glyndon on April 19 for the 
Grand National, followed by the Fox 
Hunters’ special, and to the Worthington 
Valley on April 26 for the fifty-first run¬ 
ning of the Maryland Hunt Cup, climax 
of the Maryland season. 

Harness Racing 

If the Legislature acts favorably upon 
House Bill 487, Maryland may soon have 
as many as 100 days of harness racing a 
year, complete with pari-mutuel betting. 

Proponents of the bill include members 
of the Arundel Harness Club, Inc., which 
desires to stage 25 days of harness racing 
on a half-mile track it now has under con¬ 
struction along the Governor Ritchie high¬ 
way a few miles south of Baltimore. 

Even if the bill is approved, however, 
there is scant possibility that the track could 
operate during 1947 because construction 
of grandstands, stables and pari-mutuel fa¬ 
cilities has not yet begun. 

The Arundel track would operate only 
at night and thus avoid conflict with flat 
racing in the State. Immediate goal of the 
group is a 2 5-day meeting during June, 
1948, a month when there is no flat racing 
here. 

Since the Arundel Club would request 
only 25 of 100 days provided for in the 
bill, 75 days would be left for other harness 
associations, at the discretion of a new 
three-man commission that the measure 
proposes to supervise the harness sport 
alone. 

The proposed legislation provides four 


25-day meetings by four separate organ¬ 
izations. 

The tracks would take IIV 2 per cent of 
the total mutuel handle, with the State get¬ 
ting 3 ¥2 per cent. Mutuel payoffs would 
be computed on the nickel, and all break¬ 
age would go to the tracks. 

This mutuel "take” is 50 per cent higher 
than at the flat tracks. 

Thus far, only the racing strip has been 
worked upon the Arundel Club’s 40-acre 
site and even that work has been tempo¬ 
rarily curtailed by the winter weather, al¬ 
though construction is expected to resume 
in a few weeks. 

Financial backing of the club is said to 
be derived entirely from sportsmen within 
the State, including the Eastern Shore, 
where harness racing is extremely popular. 

Maryland's Derby Interests 

While Sylvester W. Labrot, Jr., and Al¬ 
fred G. Vanderbilt are the only Maryland 
breeders with entries in this year’s Ken¬ 
tucky Derby, there are other local interests 
through the sires and dams of nominees. 
Tom Devereaux has Gayest, a son of 
mighty Challedon, entered, while Leo 
Gerngross has the good colt Michael B., by 
* Challenger II, long leading sire in Mary¬ 
land and sire of Challedon. The Labrot en¬ 
tries, trained at Annapolis by Clay Sutphin, 
are Manchac, by expatriated * Bah ram, 
and Repand, by Johnstown, both being 
homebreds. William Helis has Lady’s Ace, 
bred at Country Life by Adolphe Pons out 
of the good mare Lady Glory, in the Derby, 
which will be run Saturday, May 3. The 
Vanderbilt entries number three and in¬ 
clude Eagle Eye, Mess Cook and News¬ 
paper, all sons of the leading Sagamore 
sire, Discovery. No better named horses 
race than those from Sagamore Farm. Mess 
Cook is from Galley Slave; Newspaper out 
of Spot News. Two more Maryland sires 
represented in the race are Peace Chance, 
sire of Be Like Polly, and Charing Cross, 
sire of Royal Foot. 
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Country Life Farm

No matter how cold the weather might 
be, the foals arriving at Country Life Farm 
will always be given a warm reception. 
Violet ray lamps installed in the foaling 
barn provide synthetic sunlight which heat 
the air and supply vitalizing beams to dry 
and strengthen the newcomers. This is 
just one of the many innovations of 
Adolphe Pons’ well equipped and thor¬ 
oughly modern nursery. 

Country Life Farm is located just south 
of Bel Air. It spreads over 137 acres of 
beautiful rolling country, divided into pas¬ 
tures and paddocks by miles of well-kept 
white board fences. 

There are thirty-seven horses roaming 
the fields now, including broodmares, 
yearlings, and the two stallions, Lochinvar 
and Airflame. 

Lochinvar, a bay horse by Case Ace, out 
of Quivira, by Display, is a splendid-looking 
stallion. He is tall, rangy, and racy- 
looking and is beautifully finished. His 
stablemate, Airflame, also a handsome 
horse, is a typical son of Ariel—medium 
sized and heavily muscled. 

Within the next few months, these two 
stallions will serve over thirty-three mares, 
twenty-two of which are the property of 
"outside” owners. Among the prominent 
bookings to Lochinvar are Sun Feathers by 
Sun Briar, * Elizabeth Singleton by Gains¬ 
borough, and Blue Fairy, by Gino. All 
three are owned by J. M. Roebling. Others 
booked to Lochinvar include Showmeall, 
by Display and Miss Connie, by *Phara- 
mond II—both owned by N. I. Asiel; also 
Ouch, by Sting, and Battlesmoke, by * Blen¬ 
heim II. The latter two are owned by Andy 
Schuttinger. 

Included in the group of "home” mares 
is Alexandrine, the dam of Nathaniel, 
which won last year’s Maryland Futurity 
at Laurel. She now has a top yearling by 
Vincentive and is booked this season to 
Lochinvar. 
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Lady Glory is another of the distin¬ 
guished mares at Country Life. She is the 
dam of three winners including the recent 
winner Lady’s Ace. Also at the farm is 
Equipet, one of the few stakes-winning 
mares by Equipoise now in the stud. 

Mr. Pons pronounces the dozen year¬ 
lings, now being prepared for the Saratoga 
sales, to be the best lot he has ever raised. 
He states that he believes Country Life to 
have more Challenger II yearlings avail¬ 
able for sale than any other consignor, since 
most other breeders keep their Challengers 
for racing in their own colors. All these 
yearlings may be inspected at any time. 

Two foals had arrived up to February 
22nd. One is a chestnut colt by * Rounders 
out of Miss Andes, born on January 14th. 
The other is a chestnut colt by Attention 
out of Village Belle, foaled February 22nd. 

Since the Pons acquired Country Life 
Farm in 1933, many changes and improve¬ 
ments have been made. The fencing alone 
was a major project. Among the improve¬ 
ments planned is a new 14-stall broodmare 
barn. Also the fields are continually being 
fertilized with phosphates, lime, and 
manure. 

Mr. Pons has a warm spot in his heart 
for the Fair Play line, which is easily 
understood as he handled the breeding in¬ 
terests of the late August Belmont when 
that gentleman was breeding such horses 
as Fair Play, Man o’ War, Chance Play, 
Chance Shot, and many others. Mr. Pons 
also effected the importation of * Fairy 
Gold, the dam of Fair Play. 

Mr. Pons’ son John is taking over the 
post of manager, after having spent five 
years of service with the United States Re¬ 
mount. Helping him will be his brother 
Joe, who recently graduated from Notre 
Dame University, (and with honors too). 

The office of the farm is also the tool 
shop, tackroom, and hospital, containing 
all sorts of medicines for ailing equines. 

Country Life Farm can already claim 
two "firsts” for 1947. One is that the first 
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Maryland-bred stakes winner of 1947— 
Trojan Fleet, a bay gelding by Case Ace 
out of Fleet Parade—was bred at Country 
Life. Also, the first Maryland-bred two- 
year-old winner of 1947 was bred there. 
This is Daubesse, who is a chestnut colt by 
Dauber out of Druidesse II. 

Following is a list of the most prominent 
mares now at Country Life Farm; also a 
list of the most noteworthy bookings to 
Lochinvar, as well as a list of the yearlings.

Drug Tests Evaluation 

Loyd Wright, the Chairman of the Cali¬ 
fornia Horse Racing Board and the Chair¬ 
man of the Committee on Stimulation of 
the National Association of State Racing 
Commissioners, announces the formation 
of a board of eminent scientists to evaluate 
the reliability of present laboratory methods 
employed to detect the effect of drugs on 
horses. This scientific research board is 
jointly sponsored by the Committee on 
Stimulation of the National Association of 
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State Racing Commissioners, and by 
Spencer Drayton’s Thoroughbred Racing 
Protective Bureau. 

The board is composed of four interna¬ 
tionally known scientists in the chemical 
and biological fields, who are authorized to 
appoint a fifth of their own choosing. Dr. 
McKeen Cattell, noted pharmacologist and 
head of the Department of Pharmacology 
at Cornell University Medical College, has 
been appointed chairman of the group. He 
is the son of J. McKeen Cattell, the famous 
psychologist. Dr. Cattell and his several 
brothers and sister have all attained recogni¬ 
tion in one or another field of science. 

Dr. Lawrence T. Hallett is one of the 
dominant research personalities of the 
chemical industry. He is affiliated with the 
General Aniline and Film Corporation, 
where his microchemical work has been a 
significant factor in the tremendous recent 
development of photography. Dr .Hallett is 
also an editor of journals for the publica¬ 
tion of research in analytical chemistry. 

Included in the group is Dean Frank C. 
Whitmore of Pennsylvania State College, 
past president of the American Chemical 
Society which is composed of over 48,000 
chemists in the United States. Dean Whit¬ 
more has made a vast contribution to chem¬ 
ical education and research and has always 
given his time unstintingly to worthy tech¬ 
nical projects, particularly to things of con¬ 
cern to chemical warfare service. 

Dr. Benjamin H. Willier is head of bio¬ 
logical sciences at Johns Hopkins Uni¬ 
versity. The type of research that has 
brought fame to Dr. Willier is about as 
fundamental as any group of problems that 
one could select in biology. He deals with 
such things as the mechanics of growth and 
development. Dr. Willier also heads the 
Governor of Maryland’s Committee for 
Education and Research. 

Besides Mr. Wright, the other members 
of the Stimulation Committee of the 
NASRC are Messrs. Ashley T. Cole of New 
York, William Fay of Illinois, Charles 
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Baldwin of Florida, and George P. Ma¬ 
honey of Maryland. 

The findings of this scientific board will 
be made available to the various State Rac¬ 
ing Commissions throughout the country. 

Havre de Grace Stakes Plans 

Two spring meetings at the Havre de 
Grace race course will bring ten stakes 
events and horsemen will have the oppor¬ 
tunity of competing for prizes which will 
average some $28,000 daily. 

Announcement of the stake and purse 
schedule was made by Maj.-Gen. Milton A. 
Reckord, president of the Harford Agri¬ 
cultural and Breeders Association, and 
Charles J. McLennan, general manager and 
racing secretary. 

Nine of the stakes will be renewals of 
previous fixtures and five of these have been 
increased for the 1947 season. One new 
stake, the Breeders Stakes, for two-year-olds, 
has been added and it will have a value of 
$ 5 , 000 . 

Altogether the stakes will total $ 127,500 
with the Chesapeake, top three-year-old fix¬ 
ture, being boosted from $20,000 to $30,- 
000 in value. Other increases are the Har¬ 
ford from $7,500 to $10,000, the Chesa¬ 
peake Trial from $5,000 to $10,000, the 
Philadelphia from $5,000 to $10,000 and 
the Eastern Shore from $5,000 to $7,500. 

This year the Philadelphia Handicap will 
be the race formerly run as the Susque¬ 
hanna, while the former Philadelphia 
Handicap will be known as the Edward 
Burke Handicap, thus honoring the memory 
of the man who built Havre de Grace and 
was its operating head for so many years. 

In drawing up the schedule for the Spring 
meetings, General Reckord and McLennan 
endeavored to provide the most attractive 
program in the history of the course and 
the money to be distributed to horsemen 
runs more than $75,000 above last year’s 
total. 

All stakes will close on April 1. The first 
meeting will be held April 14 to 26, and 
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the second from May 12 to 26. The com¬ 
plete list of stakes and dates of their run¬ 
ning follows: 

April 14—Harford Handicap, $10,000, three-year-olds 
and upward, six furlongs. 

April 19—Chesapeake Trial, $10,000, three-year-olds, 
six furlongs; Edward Burke Handicap (formerly 
the Philadelphia Handicap), $20,000, three-year- 
olds and upward, one and one-sixteenth miles. 
April 23—Aberdeen Stakes, $3,000, two-year-olds, 
four furlongs. 

April 26—Chesapeake Stakes, $30,000, three-year- 
olds, one and one-sixteenth miles. 

May 12—Philadelphia Handicap (formerly the Sus¬ 
quehanna Handicap), $10,000, three-year-olds 
and upward, six furlongs. 

May 17—Potomac Stakes, $10,000. three-year-olds, 
one and one-eighth miles. 

May 21—Breeders Stakes, $5,000, two-year-olds, four 
and one-half furlongs (first running). 

May 24—Havre de Grace Handicap, $20,000, three- 
year-olds and upward, one and one-eighth miles. 
May 26—Eastern Shore Stakes, $7,500, two-year-olds, 
six furlongs. 

Maryland Palominos 

There are few of the "Golden Horses,” 
as the Palominos are known, in Maryland, 
though the state does have a representative 
on the Board of Directors of the national 
breed association. This is E. A. McManis, 
of Baltimore, who owns one of the four 
known stallions of the breed to be located 
in the Old Line State. The other stallion 
owners include Perry Boswell, of Hyatts- 
ville; Larry Gagnon, of Havre de Grace, 
and Sally Rausch, of the same town. It is 
understood that there will be some Palo¬ 
mino entries in the Maryland Horse Show, 
set for Timonium in mid-June.

About Registration Certificates 

By H. H. Ferguson 

When it comes to the question of giving 
the trainer something else to worry about, 
I’m the first to say "lay-off,” but in the case 
of Registration Certificates, this is a "must” 
duty which has got to be taken care of and 
the trainer is the man for the job. 

My duties during the past year would 
have been relatively light if it hadn’t been 
for the regulation of the Jockey Club which 
in effect states that no horse will be allowed 
to participate in a race unless the registra¬ 
tion certificate is on file in the Racing Sec¬ 
retary’s office. That was the beginning of 
the over-sized headache that began building 
up at Delaware Park last June and reached 
its peak in Maryland when the Maryland 
Racing Commission passed a ruling that the 
same conditions would apply in Maryland. 
Unless a horseman has attempted to obtain 
a duplicate registration certificate, he sim¬ 
ply has no idea of the time, trouble and 
detailed work necessary to obtain one from 
the Jockey Club, not to mention the ex¬ 
pense, and, of necessity, regulations must 
be strict or the ownersfiip of a registration 
certificate would be of no value. 
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To begin with, a registration certificate 
has an almost unlimited value to the owner 
of a horse. At the present time, here in the 
East, you absolutely cannot start a horse in 
a race in the states of New York, Delaware 
and Maryland and probably, by the begin¬ 
ning of the racing season, there will be still 
more States join this roster. 

I’m not going into the merits of the reg¬ 
ulation which requires every owner to have 
the registration certificate other than to say 
that certainly a man should have some 
document to prove ownership and the only 
registered document available is the regis¬ 
tration certificate. You don’t purchase a 
home or car without some legal proof of 
ownership so why should you purchase a 
thoroughbred and simply overlook this 
very important paper? 

To get back to the business at hand, as I 
said before, the procedure necessary to ob¬ 
tain a duplicate certificate is costly in time, 
effort and money. At the outside, the fee 
for a duplicate is $10.00 and three pictures 
of the animal, which you must have, will 
cost from $5.00 to $10.00 unless you per¬ 
sonally are a good amateur photographer 
and can supply the pictures yourself. When 
you submit the pictures, you must also send 
in an affidavit signed by the owner which 
must be properly notarized and you can’t 
always find a notary just around the corner. 
The affidavit must state that you have ex¬ 
hausted every effort to locate the original 
certificate and that your only alternative is 
to apply for a duplicate. If the Jockey Club 
advises you that they have the original cer¬ 
tificate in their possession you might feel 
kind of foolish because they undoubtedly 
obtained it from some racing association or 
horseman that sent it in to them because 
an owner or trainer was careless enough to 
leave it laying around. Well, if the Jockey 
Club has it, you have saved yourself $10.00 
but you still put out a lot of unnecessary 
effort. 

During the Fall meets in Maryland last

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by personnel in the racing secretary’s office 
but the blame can’t always be fastened on 
them. You personally, and I’m speaking of 
trainers, in several instances contributed to 
the loss of the certificates because of the 
careless manner in which you handed your 
certificates in. I can cite two cases in which 
the trainer merely handed his certificates to 
a person he saw in the secretary’s office, 
never inquiring whether or not that person 
was going to be responsible for the filing 
and return of the certificates. As a result 
of this type of carelessness, many valuable 
certificates were lost. To overcome this 
condition, I understand that this year sev¬ 
eral of the tracks will issue a receipt to the 
trainer for his certificates and that one man 
in the secretary’s office will be responsible 
for them. If you get a receipt, don’t throw 
it away because you won’t get your certifi¬ 
cates back until you surrender your receipt. 
Personally, I think this system is as good as 
any until a more uniform procedure can be 
worked out. 

Some of you might think that the Secre¬ 
tary’s office was responsible for the loss of 
all the certificates. I possibly would have 
thought this too, if it hadn’t been for the 
fact that at the close of the Maryland racing 
season at Bowie, I picked up over sixty cer¬ 
tificates that were left there by trainers and 
I still have twenty of them in my posses¬ 
sion. Garden State informed me that at 
least ten certificates were left with them last 
year which were subsequently sent to the 
Jockey Club. I do not know how many 
were left at the other two Jersey tracks but 
undoubtedly there were enough to cause 
many a trainer a headache this Spring when 
he tries to run a horse in Maryland without 
his certificate. Early last Fall Pimlico gave 
me a number of certificates that had been 
in their possession since the previous year. 
These certificates too were turned over to 
owners or trainers who could be located, 
and the balance sent to the Jockey Club. 
Before we go any further, if you do have 
any registration certificates in your posses- 
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sion on either live or dead horses, please, 
right now, dig them up and forward them 
to the Jockey Club, the Maryland Breeders’ 
Association or myself. We will see that 
they get into the right hands. 

We know that especially in the event of 
claims in the past, the present owners have 
disclaimed all knowledge of a certificate. 
This condition should be eliminated this 
year because certificates will have to be on 
file in the secretary’s office and the transfer 
of the registration certificates will be made 
automatically in the event of a claim. 

A word of caution might be directed to 
breeders too. Don’t try to send in the mark¬ 
ings of foals from memory. Don’t examine 
the foal for markings when he is standing 
in grass. Be exact. If you think these sug¬ 
gestions are unimportant, try obtaining a 
corrected certificate from the Jockey Club. 
I have had numerous cases come up during 
the past year in which an owner had a cer¬ 
tificate but the markings shown thereon did 
not agree with the actual markings of the 
animal. It happens plenty of times. In 
cases of this kind, it is necessary to obtain 
an affidavit from the breeder in which he 
must state that the present markings do not 
agree with the original markings which he 
submitted, and when you ask a breeder to 
do that, when he probably hasn’t seen the 
horse in several years, your request will 
more than likely be turned down. Then 
your real trouble begins! It stands to rea¬ 
son that he isn’t going to commit himself 
and you can hardly blame him. So, again, 
when you purchase a horse, be sure that the 
markings as listed on the registration cer¬ 
tificate agree with the animal. Don’t accept 
a certificate that is only "close.” It must 
be right in every detail. I have on my desk 
right now, a file half an inch thick, covering 
my efforts to obtain a corrected duplicate 
certificate, and the breeder cannot be lo¬ 
cated. What the solution will be is more 
than I know, but I have been working on 
this one case alone for the past several 
months and all attempts to locate the

She’s wing-footed Gallorette, W. L.

Gallorette’s a 5-year-old now, and prom¬ 
ises to be more eye-compelling this year 
than ever before.
